PLANNING IN THE 
ARGENTINE 


\ Argentine is a country in which 
#he government knows what is beat 
for the people. At least it thinks 
{t knows what is best; and it doesnt 
hedtitate to act according!’'y. It has 
morked out a three year plan for 
* {ndustry, and a similar one for agri- 
qulture, and expects the people to 
fellow these plans. It has established 
6 government trading agency and 
‘Fiven it a monopoly of the export 
business in all important farm pro- 
ducta. Ths agency buys all such pro- 
duct from the farmers -at prices 
fixed by the government and sells 
them wherever it can sell to the 
best advantage the profits going to 
the government, At present these 
profits are running at 13 to 20 per 
cant of the realized price, but dur- 
{ng the war years they ‘were very 
much higher 
The government has ordered farm- 
era to raise the wages and improve 
the atandard of living for their hired 
‘workers; and has ordered land owners 
to reduce their rents to tenan farm 
ers. It hes taken over a number of 
Aakge estates and divided them into! 
amaller units which it offers for sale 
to small farmers. it also offers to 
lend the farmers money to pay for 
these farms as will as to buy feed and 
livestdck. Without making any 
claim tq being soctalist it seems to; 
have adopted the socialist idea of a' 
fully planned economy. We have no 
evidence that the people were consult- 
ed about all this. Apparently t +; all 
handed down, cut and dried. Do the 
people like it? They haven't said; 
but in countries where all things are 
planned and ordered by tie govern- 
ment, the people are not in the habit 
ot saying what they think of their

They check the 
wind and moderate the extremes of 
heat and cold. Extensive farm sur- 
veys and studies have shown clearly 
that adequate windbreaks reduce 
costs of heating buildings and feed- 
ing livestock. In summer, rows of 
trees help to keep the topsoil of 
gardens and fields’ from blowing 
away, and protect crops from hot, 
drying winds, Besides, windbreaks 
and shelterbelts encourage, protect 
and furnish food for bird life. They 

reatly enhance the value of any 
‘arm property. a 

Plan Now. In general, Spring is 
the best time to plant trees. It is, 
however, essential to make a definite 
and complete plan of any tree plant- 
ing program months in advance of 
planting time. Plans must be made 
now if trees are to be obtained for 
planting in 1951. Discuss the matter 
with your Agricultural Representa- 
tive or District Agriculturist this 
Fall. He can give you the best 

ee- planting advice obtainable, 

urthermore, get ali the information 
you can from successful growers of 
trees in your own district. Above 
all, don’t fail to write to the Domin- 
ion Forest Nursery Station, Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, for information 
on tree planting on the prairies, and 
with respect to its policy of distrib- 
uting to farmers, free of charge, 
certain trees and shrubs for farm 
windbreaks and shelterbelts. ¢ 
Tree planting is not expensive, 
Comfort, pride and pleasure are the 
dividends to be derived from the 
establishment of a_ well - planned 
windbreak or shelterbelt. Get your 
tree planting prostate started now; 
don't put it off for another year,

working hours, Pertaps you arn't al- 
loying yourself necessary relaxation, 
It is harder to deal with the situa- 
tions which cause worry.

Life Depends 
On Water 


In thinking aboutfood, let us start 
with the'dne essential ingredient; 
water. In thinking about soil conser- 
vation, let us start with the element 
which is the greatest friend or most 
ruthless foe of soil formation: water. 
And in thinking, about :water, Jet us 
start, not at the top or at the river 
mouth, but away fack where the flow 
begins, on the mauntain tops and the 
hill sides, , 

Control and conservation of the 
water resources of our western plains 
—the gread basket of the world, as 
we are fond of calling them—begins 
on the slopes of the Rockies, Serious 
depletion of forests there incpeases 
the rate of spring flooding and sends 
cascading down rivers the water that 
should seep into the ground to main- 
tain our underground reservoirs. 

'There’s no use spending huge sums 
on river control and valley develop- 
ment unless it is accomplished by a 
thoroughliy effective attack on the 
needless evil of forest devastation 
Wall- managed forests are the best 
of all soil and water holders. A re- 
cord was kept of more than 100 
storms in a period of two years on 
some watersheds. It showed that the 
flow of water from deforested arear 
during floods ranged from ten tg twen 
ty times greater than that from 
forested areas. all streams from 
forested land are usually continuous, 
but streams often dry up between 
rains on unforested land 

Forests act as balance wheels, Jn 
the dry seasons the water stored in 
the soil dribbles out in springs and 
streams and the water table is kept 
up in adjacent lands. Forests may 
not increase the total rainfall, but 
certainly they help to dispose of it 
more fruitfully than does land with, 
out forests, '

A NEW AND VERY PRACTICAL FIELD of research which has re- 
cently been undertaken in Canada is connected with the solving of prob- 
lems in building, The construction of homes and other gtructures which 
will withstand the effects of the weather upon the materials used, has long 
been of interest in this country, where the extreme climate causes many 
difficulties in this work, At one time there was trouble with cement work 
in some localities in the West, where chemicals ia the soil attacked founda- 
tions and sidewalks, A research program conducted at the University of 
Saskatchewan over a period of years, resulted in a new type of cement 
which resisted the soil chemicals, and solved this important problem.

Area For Settlers 


CRANBERRY PORTAGE, Man.— 
The son of an old-time Nova Scotia 
seafaring family is pioneering in 
farm development in Northern Mani- 
toba, 

Forty settlers with their families 
are expected to move into the Wan- 
less area next year as a result of 
the work of Major Roy Allan. 

Roy’s father, a builder of sailing 
ships, sent him west in 1903‘ when 
the era of wooden ships was on the 
wane. 

He said it had been a family cus- 
tom for the father to present each 
son with a square-rigger when he 
qualified as a master mariner. But 
about ‘the time Roy became of age, 
the father went out of the business, 

In the west, Roy taught school, 
later became a horse rancher, In the 
First World War, he was wounded 
in a cavalry action at Morieul Wood. 

Twenty years ago Major Allan set- 
tled at Wanless, a tiny wilderness 
settlement 30 miles north of The 
Pas. Indians helped him build a cab- 
in and he turned his land into an ex- 
perimental station. 

Years of good yields convinced 
him Wanless would be suitable farm- 
ing land for war veterans, Eventually 
the department of agriculture’s ex- 
perimental station at Brandon advis- 
ed him: “We can now state that 
(Wanless) has proven itself the best 
area in Manitoba for growing high- 
class oats,” : 

Major Allan sold his idea to the 
government. Next year 40 war vet- 
erans will move into the area.

MELITA, Man., Nov. 21. — The 
extent of an oil find made 17 miles 
south of here by the Souris Valley 
Oil company is expected to be known 
shortly, according to company offi- 
cials, 

Manitoba mines and _ resources 
Minister J. S. McDiarmid said that 
oil had been found at Downey No. 1 
well, but not in commercial quanti- 
ties. 

Further drilling was planned but 
operations had been temporarily 
halted by a mechanical breakdown. 
The well was expected to be driven 
about 900 feet deeper. 

Harry L. Carnahan, New Orleans, 
vice-president of the company, said, 
‘if Manitoba is ever going to have a 
real oil well, it’s going to have one 
almost right now on the Downey 
farm. 

“Our company has spent close to 
$500,000 drilling three wells in Mani- 
toba in the past year. This latest 
and “third operation is by far the 
most promising,” he said. 

Carnahan said that if oil was dis- 
covered in commercial quantities 
full-scale development would start 
early in the spring. Drilling started 
on the latest well Oct. 17. 

The well is about 242 miles south- 
west of Winnipeg, within a few 
miles of both the international bound- 
ary and the Saskatchewan border,

How To Make 


Farm Trailers 


With the recent advent of the rubber-tired “trailer” on the 
farms of Canada, farm transportation has been considerably 
speeded up. It was probably the growing popularity and avail- 
ability of the rubber-tired tractor that made the farmer go after 
a trailer to suit; one he was able to haul at speeds from 10 to 15 
miles an hour. He wanted it for hauling produce to market and 
for use around the farm, The rubber-tired equipment puts less 
“drag” on the towing vehicle and the racks can be made much 


lower for ease in loading: 


It was the problem of building 
racks to fit these new farm vehicles 
that had most farmers at a loss. The 
farm engineering experts of the Can- 
ada Department of Agriculture came 
to their aid recently with a special 
publication designed to give them all 
necessary details on such construc- 
tion, The publication, “Farm Trail- 
ers, Wagons and Racks” by W. Kalb- 
fleisth, J. M. Armstrong, D. J. Coop- 
er and A, I. Magee, of the Agricul 
tural Engineering staff may be ob- 
tained from the Department of Agri- 
culture on request. 

The bulletin, which is fully illus- 
trated, gives the steps necessary to 
construct the particular kind of trail- 
er required, and lists the material 
needed to do the job. A half ton 
trailer with removable side racks, 
for instance, can be mounted on the 
front-end axle and wheel assembly 
from a light automobile. Commercial 
axles and wheels may also be used 
in the construction of light trailers 
and the unit can be assembled with 
or without springs. On trailers 
without springs, low pressure tires 
are desirable to make the trailer ride 
more easily. For trailers of greater 


capacity, motor truck front axles are 
recommended. 

Sometimes a low-slung wagon 
with ramps is required for loading 
equipment or supplies, Such a trail- 
er can be made by suspending the 
wagon box. between a front and rear 
axle and wheels, The assemblies 
from a 114-2 ton motortruck can be 
used for this purpgse. Heavy duty 
trailers can be used to great advan- 
tage on many farms, and for such 
work the trailer frame and platform 
should be sturdily constructed. 

In hauling operations on public 
roads and highways every precaution 
should be takén to prevent accidents, 
All highway regulations should be 
adfiered to and the tractor and ve- 
hicle should be under complete con- 
trol at all times, For instance, safe- 
ty chains between tractor or automo- 
bile and trailer are compulsory in 
many districts. Light tractors with 
heavily loaded trailers should be op- 
erated at moderate speeds and in low 
gear going down hills. “It is impor 


tant” the authors point out “that 
brakes on tractors be locked togéth- 
er or applied evenly with caution 
when hauling a loaded wagon or 
trailer.”

It is Publication No. 880, available from the Informa- 
tion Service, Canada Department of Agriculture, at Ottawa.
